Explanatory Memorandum :— 



Certain Stenographers Grade 'C’ICourt Masters 
and Assistants in the Central Administrative Tribu¬ 
nal had filed Applications before the Central Ad¬ 
ministrative Tribunal for revision of their pay scale 
from Rs. 1400-2600 to 1640-2900. The Central Ad¬ 
ministrative Tribunal (Principal Bench) ia its judge¬ 
ment dated the 4th February, 1993 directed the Cen¬ 
tral Government to consider the revision of puyscales 
of Assistants [Stenographers Grade ‘C” in the Tubu- 
nal to Rs. 1640-2900 front 1st January, 1986. at 
least notionally and effectively from a date not In'er 
than 1st January, 1992 (i.e. one year prior to the 
dale of filing of the amended application). Subse¬ 
quently, contempt petitions were also filed by some 
of the applicants. The matter has once again been 
examined by Government and in deference to the 
observations made during the course of hearings of 
the Civil Contempt Petitions by the Tribunal in 
those cases, it was decided by the Government to 
revise the pay scales of Stenographers Grade ‘C'j 
Court Masters and Assistants in the Central Admi¬ 
nistrative Tribunal with effect from 1st January, 
1992. The Central Administrative Tribunal tStail) 
(Conditions of Service) Rblcs, 1985 are being 
amended accordingly with retrospective effect, i.e., on 
and from the 1st January, 1992. 

Tt is certified that the interests of the holders of 
these posts will not be adversely affected by these 
amendments being given retrospective effect.
